Girls delighted at 
roles for big event 

Seven-year-old Abigail Gill and Ellie Edwards, 10, 
are to be princess and queen at the annual Rushall 
May Fair. They were drawn out of a hat for the 11th 
fair on Easter Monday. 

David Blakemore, of Rushall May Fair committee, 
said they were “over the moon” to be picked, and that 
the decision marks the lead-up to the biggest event 
in the Rushall calendar. 

He said: “The fair has grown a lot over the last 11 
years, it’s a chance for groups and charities to raise 
money and we ask for donations for the committee to 
fund the following year’s fair.” 

The fair, including a bouncy castle, maypole 
dancing and hopefully Morris dancers, will be on 
Rushall Playing Fields, off Rowley Place, from 
10.30am to 3.30pm. 
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Cash to improve schools across Walsall 
has been cut by more than half for this 
year, it has emerged. 

Just over £9 million has been allocated 
towards work such as building maintenance 
for this financial year. 

It compares to almost £24 million which was given 
to education chiefs for 2010-11. Despite the cutback, 
money has still been set aside for a number of 
improvements. Around £180,000 is to be spent on 
replacement heating at Harden Primary School and 
Delves Infant and Junior. 

Up to £200,000 is earmarked for similar works to 
be completed at Kings Hill Primary School in Dar- 
laston. Elsewhere, around £180,000 is set for an 
upgrade of the art block at Joseph Leckie Commu¬ 
nity Technology College. 

Meanwhile, £80,000 is expected to be spent on 
sprucing up the dining room at Willenhall School 
Sports College. The cost of work is made up from 
Government grants, contributions from developers, 
capital receipts and money from schools. 

In 2009/10 the amount of money allocated was 
£22,374,468 and was similarly high at £23,932,365 
last year. But a report to Walsall Council’s cabinet 
states there has been much less money made avail¬ 
able. 

Susan Lupton, head of planning and development 
services, said: “In 2011/12, the total capital funding 
for investment at schools in Walsall is £9,359,687 
which is significantly below the allocations in the 
last three years and less than half the funding level 
in the current year.” 


Funds bid for golf course 


Bids for funding to convert 
Walsall’s only municipal golf 
course into a country park will be 
submitted this autumn, council 
chiefs have said. 

The park with picnic areas and 
horse riding and cycling routes is 
to replace The Grange which shut 
down more than a year ago. 

Up to £400,000 is to be spent on 
the project at the Walsall Arbore¬ 
tum Extension and it is hoped 
funding will be available from the 
likes of Woodland Creation 
Grants. Bosses are now preparing 
external bids for money. 

These would allow the former 


nine-hole course of around 40 
years to become a lush woodland 
area. 

Chris Holliday, head of leisure 
and community health at Walsall 
Council said: “We can understand 
that everyone is looking forward 
to what will be a forest in the 
heartland of the Black Country. 

Backing 

“The country park will be a 
magnificent asset and a fabulous 
extension to the Victorian Arbore¬ 
tum. Bids will be submitted to 
various grant giving bodies by the 
end of September.” 


The country park idea has 
received the backing of the deci¬ 
sion-making Cabinet. It aims to 
fit in with the multi-million trans¬ 
formation of the town’s premier 
park. 

Currently under way, it 
includes a new visitor centre, cafe 
and meeting room facilities along 
with refurbishment of the band¬ 
stand and boathouse. 

The golf course was closed down 
in January last year after leisure 
bosses said it was losing £36,000 a 
year and was part of widespread 
budget cuts to help claw back mil¬ 
lions of pounds.

Potholes fix 
will work, 
drivers told 

A new strategy for tackling potholes on Walsall’s 
weather-ravaged roads has come into force, with 
bosses insisting it will be a permanent solution. 

New machinery and techniques are being used to 
tackle the potholes blighting the borough’s roads. 

Transport chiefs said with previous repairs, engi¬ 
neers had been called back to repair potholes that 
had already been tackled in 84 per cent of cases. But 
under the new system, which was first tried last 
year, they have not had to return to any. 

Borough transport chief Councillor Tom Ansell 
said it may take a while to repair all the potholes but 
the benefits would be long-lasting. 

In February it was revealed 1,500 potholes had 
appeared on the borough’s roads in just two months 
as one of the worst winters for decades struck the 
region.Repairs were costing £6,000 a day - double 
the average spend. 

Councillor Ansell said: “The principal before was 
to go and fill up the potholes with concrete, hammer 
it in and leave it. But in a lot of cases we would end 
up going back to repair them ag-ain next time they 
have been damaged. 

“Now we’re working on a more permanent solu¬ 
tion. Now we cut the hole out into a square bigger 
than the size of the pothole and seal it properly so it 
lasts and we don’t have to go back.” 

Councillor Ansell said while it may take a little 
while longer to fix the thousands of divots and holes 
in the roads it would have more lasting effects. Extra 
vehicles have also been taken on to carry more mate¬ 
rials and tackle larger patches of land. 

Walsall Council has also made £150,000 of extra 
funding available. 

Youth gangs to 
be moved on 
with new order 

Gangs who are plaguing the streets of Moxley will 
be split up and sent home under new police powers 
to tackle anti-social behaviour. A dispersal order is 
due to come into force for the area on May 1. 

Residents have long complained about gangs of 
youths gathering on the streets, drinking alcohol 
and causing criminal damage. Figures show police 
have dealt with 437 incidents relating to anti-social 
behaviour and nuisance in the area since August. 

Now, gangs spotted gathering in High Street, part 
of Moxley Road, Charnwood Close, Queen Street, 
Burns Road, Glyn Avenue and Bull Lane can be 
ordered to leave and not return for up to 24 hours. 

Youngsters in the area between 9pm and 6am will 
be returned to the care of an adult. 

Sgt Darren Finlan, from the Rough Hay and 
Moxley neighbourhood team, said: “We have 
received complaints from local residents and busi¬ 
nesses about young people congregating and causing 
nuisance in and around the Moxley area. 

“We take anti-social behaviour seriously and hope 
the new dispersal order along with partnership 
activities will help us work towards dealing with 
local concerns.” 

Officers will also be armed with cameras to 
capture any incidents of anti-social behaviour they 
come across and use it as evidence. Police are also 
working with partners to make sure youngsters in 
the area are diverted towards safe activities. 

Councillor Paul Bott, independent representative 
for Darlaston South, welcomed the move but .said 
activities needed to be avilable for young people. 
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Scheme 
for safety 
hit by cut 

A grant to help tackle anti-social 
behaviour in Walsall could be cut by 
about 50 per cent next year. The 
council will try to find funding. 

Walsall Council has been given a 
Community Safety Grant for 2011 and 
2012 but has already been warned to 
expect the following year’s offering to 
be lower. This year, the authority was 
given £299,898 from central Govern¬ 
ment but this looks set to be cut to 
£151,719. The figures were revealed 
in a report to Walsall Council’s com¬ 
munity services scrutiny panel. 

The report said: “Financial 
restraints have placed significant 
pressure on the anti-social behaviour 
unit in terms of expansion, service 
delivery and staff development. 

“Bids have been made to external 
sources in order to meet the funding 
shortfall and address these areas. 

Resulted 

“Other income streams will be 
explored as appropriate.” 

In 2009, the council’s Community 
Safety Service was merged with the 
Public Protection Service to create the 
Public Safety department. 

This resulted in a major staffing 
restructure, but the report revealed 
further cost-cutting measures have 
once again affected staff. 

It said: “Although the existing six 
anti-social behaviour officer posts 
have been unaffected, some support¬ 
ing roles have been lost, either 
through the loss of Home Office grant 
funding or through savings.” 

The report also revealed a new anti¬ 
social behaviour IT system is to be 
installed at the council soon. 

Anti-social behaviour includes graf¬ 
fiti, fly-tipping and vandalism as well 
as issues relating to crime and safety. 
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Bus drivers on African adventure 


Two bus drivers are swapping the 
streets of Walsall for the hot and dusty 
roads of Africa on a two week mission 
to improve driving standards in Tan¬ 
zania. 

John Mitchell and Raj Bhutta 
usually drive around the borough but 
have gone to Dar es Salaam, the 
capital of Tanzania, to aid a project 
run by charity Transaid. 

Few of the 30,000 bus drivers on 
Tanzania’s roads have received any 
formal training and are not licensed. 
Crash ratesare high and road deaths 
are the third biggest premature killer 
after HIV and malaria. 

The Tanzanian government has 


introduced compulsory training and 
re-licensing for all drivers. National 
Express West Midlands drivers Mr 
Mitchell, aged 54, of Shard End and 
Mr Bhutta, 42, of Hampstead, will 
help witht training. 

Mr Mitchell said: “We understand 
driving conditions in Tanzania are 
very different to what we are used to 
in the West Midlands. We’re looking 
forward to working with the local 
trainers to increase their knowledge 
and share some of the teaching 
methods we use at National Express.” 

During their two weeks, they will 
take drivers out for practical training. 
Mr Bhutta has set up a blog where he 


will post photographs and updates. 

He said: “We thought it would be a 
good way for our family and friends to 
follow what we are doing on this 
incredibly worthwhile journey.”

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Two brothers were killed when their Subaru Impreza 
careered out of control and struck a parked van moments after 
it was seen apparently racing another car that was never 
traced, an inquest heard. 

Driver Asif Javid, aged 23, died at the scene and his brother Naveed 
Aslam, 18, was pronounced dead in hospital after the accident in West 

Bromwich Road, 
Delves. 

They were returning 
from Birmingham on 
November 16 last year 
after celebrating the 
Muslim festival of Eid 
with friend Isaac James 
and cousin Shezad Ali, 
who were badly injured. 

Mr James, 18, of Ely 
Road, and Mr Ali, 17, of 
Durham Road, both 
Alumwell, are both still 
recovering and said they 
could not remember any¬ 
thing about the accident. 

Motorist Siaful 

Ahmed, of Alexander 
Road, Palfrey, Walsall, 
told the Sandwell 
inquest he saw the 
Subaru and a red 
Peugeot pass. He said. 
“They were going at high 
speed. I thought they 
were having a race.” 

Revealed 

Investigator Pc Paul 
Hopley said skid marks 
were consistent with the 
Subaru veering out of 
control on the left hand 
bend before spinning 
sideways into a parked 
Renault van and rail¬ 
ings. 

Tests revealed the car 
had been driven at 
speeds of about 49 to 
50mph, but had slowed to 
30 to 40mph before 
impact. The speed limit 
is 30mph. 

Black Country assis¬ 
tant deputy coroner Clive 
Loyns recorded a narra¬ 
tive verdict that the men, 
of Jerome Road, 
Alumwell, died as a 
result of “injuries sus¬ 
tained in a road traffic 
collision”. 


Speed sign- 
warning put 
at death road 


Flashing 
warning signs have 
been installed along a 
busy Walsall road 
where two brothers 
were killed in a horror 
car crash. 

The 30mph warnings 
are operating along 
West Bromwich Road, 
Delves, to remind 
motorists of the 
maximum speed limit. 

The safety measures 
have been installed by 
council chiefs on the 
main route between 
Walsall and Sandwell 
after calls from resi¬ 
dents. 

There is one on each 


side of the carriageway 
between Brockhurst 
Crescent and Fullbrook 
Road which flash up to 
passing motorists. 

Jamie Morris, 

Walsall Council execu¬ 
tive director for neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said: “We’ve 
listened carefully to the 
views of residents and 
we’ve responded by 
installing two speed 
warning signs in West 
Bromwich Road. 

“These cost £3,000 
each and they’re part of 
a rolling programme. 

“The signs act to flash 
drivers a reminder of 
the speed limit.”

A £5.5 million dementia care unit 
has opened in Walsall. Residents have 
already started settling in at the 
Goscote Lane site, Goscote. 

Some 30 residential places, along 
with 10 respite places and day care 
facilities for people aged 55 plus who 
have been diagnosed with dementia 
are now available at the The Water¬ 
mill centre. 

The scheme is a joint project 
between Walsall Council and Housing 
21 . 

Bloxwich East councillor Kath 
Phillips, who visited the centre prior 
to its opening, said she was highly 
impressed by the services and facili¬ 
ties on offer there. 

Suffering 

“It is absolutely fantastic,” she said. 
“It is such a good place for people who 
are unfortunately suffering from 
dementia and is right next door to the 
hospice, so that’s two amazing new 
facilities next to each other. 

“Everyone who works there is 
specifically trained to work with 
people suffering from dementia and it 
is something that has been needed for 
a long time in the borough.” 

The Watermill boasts two meeting 
rooms, a hobbies room, a treatment 
room and a visito rs’ lounge as well as 
a shop, cafe and hairdressing salon. 

Accommodation is made up of four 
houses containing 10 en suite bed¬ 
rooms. Courtyard sensory gardens 
are also attached to each house while 
each room has an ensuite wetroom. 

Dog walker 
is ambushed 

A man walking his dog in a Walsall 
park was ambushed by a gang of yobs 
who attacked him with his own 
walking stick - before leaving a good 
Samaritan who tried to intervene 
withhead injuries. 

The victim was in Palfrey Park 
when he was punched and hit with 
the walking stick by the gang.

The 44-year-old victim had been 
walking his dogs in the park, in Dale 
Street, when the attack happened. 

Officers from the local neighbour¬ 
hood teams are carrying out patrols in 
the park and surrounding areas. 

A 23-year-old man has been charge 
with wounding and breaching an 
Asbo. 

Police hope to trace other men in 
connection with the incident nad have 
appealed for witnesses to the attack 
which took place between 8pm and 
8.20pm April 2 to contact detectives 
on 0345 113 5000. 


No joy over eyesore 

A date for the demolition of an 
eyesore in the heart of Walsall is still 
to be fixed. The Overstrand, which 
was formerly a music venue and 
restaurant, is due to be pulled down in 
the next few months. It has been 
boarded up for around 15 years and 
its removal is part of the £21 million 
Old Square Shopping Centre revamp. 
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Counts face parking poser 


Candidates and council staff will have to be 
ferried to the elections count in Walsall because of a 
lack of parking space. It is being held at the Walsall 
campus of Wolverhampton University, Gorway 
Road, which is undergoing a revamp with a £10 
million arts centre being built. 

There are 545 car parking spaces available across 
the campus, along with an extra 235 on an overspill 
site, but council chiefs have admitted there will not 
be enough room and are putting on buses. 

Peter Allsop, Walsall Council electoral services 
manager, said: “The count is taking place on Friday, 


May 6 because the chief counting officer for the AV 
referendum has directed that the verification has to 
be completed by 1pm that day. The counting of the 
referendum cannot commence until 4pm on May 6, 
therefore it made sense to carry out the local council 
and referendum counts on Friday. 

“Friday is a normal day for the university and 
there will be heavy demand for on-site parking.” 

Derek Bennett, chairman of the Walsall UKIP 
branch, said: “The failure to provide parking will 
create a major headache for people wishing to 
attend the count.” 


Poster crime warning 

A poster campaign has been launched by police in the West Midlands to warn 
residents of the crime risk during the warmer months. They are being put on 
buses and trains to give advice on preventing burglaries, robberies, vehicle 
crime and anti-social behaviour. The Serve and Protect initiative warns people 
against leaving their gates and windows open at home. 

Advice includes locking doors from inside, only have ground floor windows 
open if you are in the room. 

It emerged last week that a silver Audi A5 and a Porsche were taken from 
Barr Common Road, Aldridge, after car keys were stolen from inside a property 
which was not secured. 

Det Sgt Rich Marsh, from Walsall CID, said many insurance policies will not 
pay out if people leave upstairs windows open while at work. 


Fury at 
loss of 
pigeons 

Hawk attacks on 
pigeons are forcing 
fanciers out of the sport, 
flying clubs have 
claimed. 

Enthusiasts are now 
calling on the Govern¬ 
ment to allow them to 
cull birds of prey. 

Up to six owners in 
Walsall have given up 
the hobby after birds 
such as buzzards, spar- 
rowhawks and peregrine 
falcons decimated flocks. 

Clubs saidthere are 
weekly reports of strikes 
and have urged owners to 
keep exercise sessions 
short and support the 
campaign for the cull. 

John Fouracre, aged 
75, of Walsall Wood 
Flying Club, said: “Last 
week my youngest birds 
were perched on the shed 
roof when a hawk 
swooped on them. 

“They scattered, flew 
away and only eight out 
of the 10 came back after¬ 
wards. ” 

Secretary of Bloxwich 
Memorial Four Bird Spe¬ 
cialist Club Tony Dean 
said: “I know of six people 
from the Bloxwich, Wal¬ 
sall, Willenhall areas 
who have called it a day.” 

He said 200 signatures 
had been collected 
backing a cull as part of a 
natioal campaign. 

RSPB spokesman 
Grahame Madge said the 
body was opposed to 
action against of birds of 
prey after seeing some 
breeds recover from the 
brink of extinction, but 
was sympathetic over 
any loss of any pigeons.

The long wait over as 
hospice finally opens 



It has been more than 20 years 
in the making, but Walsall’s first 
hospice is ready. 

The £5.5 million St Giles Walsall 
Hospice opened its doors on Monday 
as the first of its kind in the town, and 
last week it held a series of open days 
this week. 

The entrance forms part of the main 
atrium where patients and visitors are 
admitted. 

A room off the atrium is a “multicul¬ 
tural space” with facilities for people of 
all faiths to go to pray. Along with 
natural light from a main window, 
there is also a narrow, floor to ceiling 
stained glass window with the shape 
of a tree emblazoned in it. 

The central theme running through 
the centre is, deliberately, one oflife.lt 
is built around a central courtyard, 
ensuring windows and patio doors 
could be installed wherever possible 
and allowing light to flow through it. 

The courtyard itself has plants and 
benches, and in its centre is the Tree of 
Life sculpture with coloured glass 
leaves which can be lit up at night. 

Gill Grigg, NHS Walsall’s pro¬ 
gramme manager for the hospice 


project for four years, said: “People 
associate places like this with death, 
and one of the things that came out of 
our community engagement in 
Walsall was that it had to be all about 
life, and not to focus on death. We want 
to make sure that members of the 
public see it as much as a place to live 
as a place to die.” 

The 12 in-patient beds are in 
ensuite rooms. In three rooms where 
everything from the curtains and the 
television set to the bed height can be 
altered at the touch of an iPad. 

Involved 

Patients who have severe disabili¬ 
ties can even use their chins to operate 
the device. The centre also has two 
rooms for holistic treatments, which 
are not only offered to patients for 
stress relief but to their relatives and 
the staff. 

There are also areas for children vis¬ 
iting patients to play so that they can 
still be involved in their relatives’ 
lives. Around the centre there are four 
photos printed onto canvas, featuring 
trees and woodland in Walsall, includ¬ 
ing one of Pelsall Common. Head of 


palliative and end of life care for 
Walsall Community Health Sue Crab¬ 
tree said: ‘Many of the patients who 
use the services here will do so as part 
of their recovery and their ongoing 
care. 

“For other patients, although they 
may have an illness that will remain 
with them, we will be able to offer a 
range of treatments that will enable 
them to live positive and fulfilling 
lives as long as they are able to do so.” 

The community in Walsall has been 
campaigning for its own dedicated 
hospice facility for decades, but the 
project did not get off the ground until 
recent years when the primary care 
trust got involved with helping to fund 
the building work. 

The first organisation which had the 
dedicated hospice as its ultimate aim 
was the Sister Dora Hospice Appeal, 
which was set up about 23 years ago. 

In 1992 the Little Bloxwich Day 
Hospice was established in Stoney 
Lane, to which the charity donated 
£50,000, but the campaigners still 
called for an inpatient hospice, partic¬ 
ularly as statistics showed the cancer 
rates in the town were higher than the 


national average. In the mid 1990s 
the charity formed a partnership with 
the Walsall Health Authority, which 
has since become the primary care 
trust, and after professional market¬ 
ing advice in 2003 it became the 
Walsall Hospice Appeal along with the 
honeycomb logo - signifying healing 
and comfort. 

The contract for providing care at 
the centre was awarded to St Giles last 
year, which currently runs a hospice in 
Lichfield, and the hospice appeal 
charity has been incorporated into the 
provider. 

Increased 

It will continue to raise cash to fund 
running and equipment costs at the 
hospice, and the NHS will also provide 
services including chemotherapy and 
bereavement services at the centre. 

Little Bloxwich patients will now be 
transferred to St Giles, and its capac¬ 
ity of 14 beds will be increased to 20 at 
the new centre. 

In spite of the success in raising the 
money to get the facility built, hospice 
chief executive Peter Holliday said the 
work will be ongoing, as £750,000 was 


Drivers face 
jams due to 
roadworks 

Motorists are to be hit with two weeks of 
major roadworks, including one-way systems, 
road closures and diversions, along busy roads 
in Walsall. 

Lichfield Road, Lindon Road, Brownhills Road 
and Commonside in Shire Oak will all be affected by 
the work, which is to improve a new luxury housing 
estate. 

Thirty five three and four-bedroom houses have 
been built on the £1.8 million site of the former reser¬ 
voir and work needs to be carried out to improve the 
roads and junctions of the estate. 

The roadworks are scheduled to run until April 25, 
during which time another street in Walsall town 
centre will also be closed. 

In Shire Oak, Lichfield Road will be 24-hour one¬ 
way traffic only from its junction with Chester Road 
down to Salters Road for motorists travelling south. 
Diversions will be in place for those moving north 
along Brownhills Road, Lindon Road and back up 
Chester Road. 

Originally 

Lindon Road will also be one-way for traffic trav¬ 
elling north between Chandlers Keep and Chester 
Road. 

The work is to be carried out by Pacestone Con¬ 
struction on behalf of Morris Homes Ltd. 

Meanwhile, until April 25, Proffitt Street in 
Walsall town centre will be closed for sewer relining 
work. 

It will be closed between its junctions with Marlow 
Street and Stafford Street while work is carried out 
on behalf of Severn Trent Water. 

The Shire Oak housing estate was originally 
meant to be 40 homes but was downsized, with 
housing ranging in price from £177,750 to £214,750. 

The reservoir was demolished in the summer of 
2009 after being redundant for decades. 

Originating in 1893, it was in use for three years 
before subsidence triggered by work at Walsall Wood 
colliery. 

After the structure was reinforced in 1924, the 
reservoir fell out of use once and for all just 14 years 
later. 

Objections end 
plans for store 

Plans for a new shop selling alcohol in a neigh¬ 
bourhood already plagued by youths accused of 
drink and vandalism have been withdrawn after 
about 250 residents objected. 

About 200 people living in Ryecroft and Coalpool 
signed a petition and 50 wrote letters to Walsall 
Council protesting at plans for a general store at the 
old post office in Coalpool Lane. 

They said it would increase anti-social behaviour 
further after problems with yobs swearing at pen¬ 
sioners, vandalising homes and gardens. 

Applicant Harjit Singh withdrew the application 
despite promising to install CCTV to deter large 
groups from congregating and to ensure the staff 
was fully trained. Danny Hardy, the agent acting on 
his behalf, declined to comment. 

Blakenall representative Councillor Pete Smith 
said: “The residents living near where this shop 
would have been located have spoken loud and clear. 

“The vast majority of residents didn’t want it. 

“The police have supported the residents due to 
the issues of anti-social behaviour.”

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Homes lose power 


Boy racers target retail park 


More than 12,000 households in 
Walsall were without power in the 
early hours of Monday. 

The power failures at about 3.05am 
affected 12,162 electricity customers 
across the borough, including Bentley, 
Darlaston and Palfrey. 

Western Power Distribution spokes¬ 
woman Irene Evans said the power 
was restored to 7,678 customers 15 
minutes later, and a further 1,100 
homes were reconnected to power at 


about 4am. The rest of the households 
were reconnected through alternative 
supplies in stages, and all customers 
had their power back on by 5.20am. 

Ms Evans said: “We don’t know the 
fault and we are still investigating. As 
soon as we find out we will work to put 
it right. “We apologise for any incon¬ 
venience to our customers.” 

More than 2,500 homes, shops and 
firms lost electricity in Wednesfield, 
later that day due to another cut. 


Boy racers are gathering at a Walsall retail park 
and using it as an unofficial late-night speed track. 

Up to 15 cars are regularly congregating at the 
Bescot Retail Park causing a nuisance to others, it 
has been claimed. Police have vowed to take tough 
action against those creating a problem in Bescot 
Crescent and the surrounding area. 

This has included moving on around 50 vehicles 
in nearby Wallows Lane at the weekend after com¬ 
plaints were received. Groups have been seen and 
heard gathering at the retail park after stores have 
closed up to five times a month. It has led to con¬ 


cerns from residents that racers risk causing colli¬ 
sions due to handbrake turns and wheel spins. The 
noise created is also making their lives a misery. 

Viyja Kainth, vice chairman of the Palfrey and 
Caldmore neighbourhood watch, said there have 
been long-standing problems. “It has been going on 
a few years and residents are fed up of screeching 
noises,” he said. “There needs to be some enforce¬ 
ment and needs to be monitored.” 

Police insisted they have worked with other agen¬ 
cies to tackle the issue in the past and urged anyone 
experiencings problems to get in touch with officers. 


Voting 

action 

ended 

A former Tory election 
candidate has been 
cleared of any wrongdo¬ 
ing after he was arrested 
on suspicion of postal 
vote fraud. 

Gulfam Wali, aged 33, 
who was never charged 
with any offence, said he 
was relieved after West 
Midlands Police told him 
the matter had been 
dropped. He has vowed to 
stand again in 2012. 

He was arrested last 
May by detectives prob¬ 
ing claims that postal 
votes in the Walsall ward 
where he stood for elec¬ 
tion were inappropri¬ 
ately used. 

Mr Wali, of Neale 
Street, Birchills, who 
failed to get elected in 
Pleck ward, was arrested 
by detectives from the 
specialist economic crime 
team on suspicion of per¬ 
sonation, which is an 
allegation that votes 
have been cast in other 
people’s names. 

“I am delighted with 
the outcome,” he said. “I 
have no idea where the 
allegations came from. I 
was confident the truth 
would come out. The 
level of support I have 
received from the com¬ 
munity and colleagues 
has been tremendous.” 

The investigation was 
the first West Midlands 
Police operation of its 
kind and related to the 
2010 polls. 

Det Sgt Paddy Gillece, 
of West Midlands Police 
economic crime unit, 
said: “We can confirm 
this investigation has 
been discontinued.”

Suspended sentence 
for smiling lead thief

Borough hit 
by 120 thefts 

Metal thieves have struck in Walsall more than 
120 times in just 31 days, stealing copper cable, 
valuable car parts and lead from roofs, including 
a job centre. An average of four metal thefts were 
reported each and every day to police in Walsall 
throughout March. 

Officers have vowed to continue in the fight 
against the thieves, who struck in Darlaston, Wil- 
lenhall, Bloxwich and several other locations 
across the borough. 

In total, 122 crimes were reported in Walsall 
throughout March and there were 21 arrests. 

They included lead stolen from the roof of Dar¬ 
laston Job Centre early on March 2 and a haul of 
suspected copper cabling discovered in a lorry on 
Wednesfield Road, Willenhall, the day before. 

Large goods vehicles have also been targeted 
for their metal parts, resulting in a specialist 
police team labelling the borough a national 
blackspot for lorry thefts. 

To tackle the problem, police carried out action 
days, marked valuable metal with an identifying 
solution and visited borough scrapyards. 

Operation Steel was relaunched last Septem¬ 
ber to tackle the growing number of metal thefts. 

As well as Walsall Council and the Department 
for Work and Pensions, scrap merchants have 
also come on board and support weekly police 
visits. 
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A metal thief who was part of a 
two-man team who stripped lead 
from pensioners’ homes in Walsall 
left court smiling after avoiding an 
immediate jail term. 

Craig Andrew Smith took lead and 
lead flashing from two properties in 
Warren Place, Brownhills, causing 
around £1,000 damage. 

Alongside accomplice Adam Roy 
Tipper they climbed on roofs during the 
late-night attack on March 28. They 
then tried to run away from police and 
hide behind a wall but were picked up 
by officers alerted to intruders by a 
worried pensioner. 

Smith, who had admitted two counts 
of theft, appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court on Friday for sentencing. 

He was sentenced to 16 weeks impris¬ 
onment, suspended for 18 months and 
ordered to pay £350 compensation. 

Smith, who was also given a commu¬ 
nity order with 12 months supervision, 
pleaded guilty to another charge of pos¬ 
sessing cannabis and was fined £50. 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, 
prosecuting, said when 
questioned by police the 31- 
year-old of Vicarage Road, 
Brownhills, admitted the 
intention was to sell it on. 

His accomplice Tipper, 27, 
of Vicarage Road, Brown¬ 
hills, was jailed on Wednes¬ 
day for 10 weeks for each 
theft to be served consecu¬ 
tively. He received a further 
four weeks for twice breach¬ 
ing a suspended jail sen¬ 
tence for a burglary 
committed in December. 

Alerted 

At that hearing the court 
was told the pair crept into 
Warren Place and climbed 
on to the roofs of homes. 

Officers were alerted by 
an elderly resident when 
the dog he was looking after 
started to bark. He looked 
out the window where he 
saw two men on the path. 

Police found a pile of lead 
near the homes. More lead 
and cannabis were found at 
Smith’s house. The victims 
of the lead thefts were aged 
81 and 76, respectively. 

Miss Kossar Qureshi, rep¬ 
resenting Smith, said he 
would be willing to pay back 
compensation.

Homes plan 
decision is 
put on hold 

The man behind a controversial development in 
an upmarket area of Walsall says he has been left in 
limbo after council chiefs refused to consider plans 
for new homes. 

The scheme for Woodside Close, Park Hall, has 
been in the pipeline for more than three years, with 
four previous planning applications rejected after 
going to government appeal. Afifth proposal was due 
to be considered by the planning committee last 
week and was recommended for approval by officers. 

But the development, which would see a house 
and six flats pulled down to make way for a complex 
with 14 apartments in three blocks, was withdrawn 
from the agenda by Walsall Council. 

The scheme has sparked controversy with a 248- 
name petition and more than 50 letters objecting to 
it. The council said the reason for withdrawing the 
application was further matters raised by residents. 

David Stone, who owns and lives at the site, is now 
waiting to hear when the plan will be considered. 

“It is difficult to understand the basis of that 
reason from the council,” said Mr Stone, who owns 
other properties in the borough and previously 
worked at the family-run Abberley Hotel, Bescot 
Road. 

Expenditure 

“The report was fairly substantial in covering 
everything and the rest could have been covered by 
a supplementary report,” he said. 

“I have now made five applications at a consider¬ 
able cost. It is a significant amount of expenditure I 
have had to find to continue these applications. 

“I accept it has been refused on appeal but I believe 
this current application meets the demands we were 
asked for. I am seeking for the democratic process to 
be carried through.” 

David Elsworthy, head of planning and building 
control, said: “The latest application was withdrawn 
from the committee following the receipt of further 
representation from residents who raised additional 
matters. These are to be addressed in the report and 
reported back to the committee.” 

Number plates 
thefts warning 

Forty car number plate sets were stolen across 
Walsall during a month-long crime spree that saw 
the number of thefts more than double, police have 
revealed. The plates, which can be used to disguise 
cars involved in crimes, were taken in March. 

Eleven 11 were sets stolen within Walsall, 12 in 
Willenhall, nine in Bloxwich, two in Darlaston and 
six in Aldridge. In January there were 18 taken and 
the spate of thefts has prompted a police warning. 

In other parts of the Black Country plates have 
been stolen to mask the true identity of cars used in 
thefts of fuel at petrol stations, which has risen in 
light of the rising prices at the pumps. 

However, officers say there is no evidence to 
suggest the latest thefts of registration plates have 
been used for this. 

Sgt Kelvin Rowlands, from Walsall police station, 
said: “The thefts have been across the whole of 
Walsall and there are no set times or patterns. 

“There is unfounded speculation that the thefts 
could be attributed to fuel thefts. In Walsall we have 
had no increase in this type of crime.” 

Owners can protect their plates by fixing anti- 
theft security screws. These are available from hard¬ 
ware and car spares outlets. 

It can cost around £30 for replacements. 

Betting shop closed 

A Walsall town centre betting shop which was 
closed following allegations of drug dealing is to 
remain shut for another two weeks. Coral’s Bradford 
Street branch was closed by officers who visited the 
premises on Tuesday of last week as part of a crack¬ 
down on street dealers and anti-social behaviour. 

West Midlands Police was expected to apply for a 
permanent closure order at Walsall Magistrates 
Court, but the hearing was adjourned until April 14.

Her family, of Peake Road, are over 
the moon after their application to 
Swiss Army Knife company Victori- 
nox attracted £10,000 towards 
running more events for Walsall fam¬ 
ilies, after their ideas for donkey 
parties and family days out impressed 
the company. 

Mother Sara, aged 34, father Alan, 
40, sisters Kennedy, 14, Eden 13 and 
Brodie, 10, were invited to a presenta¬ 
tion ceremony in London. 

Mrs Meredith said: “I’m still recov¬ 
ering from the shock after they rang to 
tell us that our application had been 
successful. “I wrote it last November 
and put my heart and soul into 
explaining what we would like to do. 

“The company have been amazing 
and were really interested in what we 
are doing.” The money will be used to 
expand their programme to the wider 
community to ensure educational and 
interactive activities are available to 
all disabled children and their fami¬ 
lies within Walsall. 

£ 30 m stores 
investment 

Bosses behind the arrival of 
Primark and Co-op in Walsall’s Old 
Square Shopping Centre are invest¬ 
ing £30 million to bring the move to 
reality. 

It was originally thought £21 
million would be spent on reviving the 
flagging complex but the construction 
of the eye-catching glass-fronted 
stores will cost millions more. 

The scheme received many positive 
comments from shoppers at a recent 
consultation exhibition which was 
held at the shopping complex. 

More than 170 people attended over 
two days. Shoppers have long called 
for Primark to set up in Walsall after 
opening two hugely successful stores 
in Wolverhampton and the Merry Hill 
Centre. Work on the Co-op and 
Primark could start in next March. 

Fine warning for 
blocking drives 

Parents who block drives while col¬ 
lecting children from outside school 
gates in Walsall were warned that 
they could face a £70 fine. 

Enforcement officers on behalf of 
Walsall Council can issue tickets in a 
bid to reduce traffic congestion 
around the borough’s schools. 

Council chiefs are currently encour¬ 
aging children to walk to school rather 
than arrive by car in a bid to improve 
their health. 


Guardians’ scheme 


Property owners in Walsall can 
have their empty buildings protected 
against vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour as part of a new scheme. 

It sees “guardians” move into 
vacant buildings meaning they do 
not need to become boarded-up eye¬ 
sores. 

Walsall Council has joined forces 
with property company Ad Hoc Prop¬ 
erty Management for such an 


approach at Sanstone House in 
Bloxwich, Meadow House in Willen- 
hall and Baytree House in Aldridge. 

Under the agreement Ad Hoc finds 
responsible people to occupy and look 
after the property at a below market 
value rent after a strict vetting 
process.

Modernisation plan 


Work is under way to modernise 
accommodation for homeless people 
in Walsall as part of a redesign 
scheme. 

Sandwell House, Caldmore is 
undergoing works to convert the 
bedsits to self-contained flats for use 
as temporary accommodation for the 
homeless. 

The scheme will be transferred 
from 56 bedsits, which have shared 


facilities and are no longer fit for 
purpose, to 30 self-contained flats . 

Similar work has also taken place 
at Rivers House, Goscote, which is 
being converted from 21 bedsits, 
which were in poor condition, to 17 
self-contained flats. 

The plans are part of a larger 
service which includes self-contained 
flats at Dolphin House in Goscote 
and Green Lane. 


Cutbacks at council 
will close 20 offices 


Hundreds of staff will be forced to relocate and share desks 
under a cost-cutting plan revealed by Walsall Council to 
dispose of more than 20 of its offices. 

The authority is planning to get rid of buildings across the borough 
but will keep the Council House and Civic Centre, where 1,898 
workers will have to share just 1,234 desks. Around 350 employees 
could also be temporarily accommodated at 293 desks at the Educa¬ 
tion Development Centre in Rushall, the home of schools manager 
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However, that building is 
also earmarked to be sold off 
in the future. Bosses, who 
have to save £70 million by 
2015, will also be making 
more staff work from home. 

Tim Johnson, executive 
director for regeneration, 
said: “Spending less money 
on office buildings means we 
can improve services and 
hold the council tax level. 

“Doing nothing is not an 
option. We need modern 
technology that meets the 
needs of our customers.” 

Council officers are 
working on the plan, with no 
final decisions being made. 

They say the changes 
would pay for themselves 
within three years and save 
the council £1 million a year 
within seven years. 

Hotdesk 

Under the plans, staff 
would not have their own 
desks but would have to 
“hotdesk” at a different 
workstation each and every 
day. Workers would have 
their own passwords to log 
into the computer and phone 
system but would not have 
their own permanent work¬ 
stations. Some, but not all 
council departments 

already do this. 

The “surplus” buildings 
earmarked to be sold house 
around 1,000 staff and 
include sites in Norton Road 
and New Forest Road and 
Aldridge Manor House in 
Little Aston Road. 

The Allen’s Centre in 
Hilton Road is also in the 
firing line with the Bloxwich 
North community office in 
Buxton Road; Challenge 
Building in Hatherton 
Street; Delves Community 
Safety Office in West 
Bromwich Road; Educa¬ 
tional Development Centre 
in Pelsall Lane and Educa¬ 
tional Support Centre in 
Field Road. 


Speed alert 
signs for 
fatal road 

Flashing speed warning signs have been 
installed along a busy Walsall road where two 
brothers were killed in a horror car crash. 

The 30mph warnings are now operating 
along West Bromwich Road, Delves, to remind 
motorists of the maximum speed limit. The 
safety measures have been installed by council 
chiefs on the main route between Walsall and 
Sandwell after calls from residents. 

There is one on each side of the carriageway 
between Brockhurst Crescent and Fullbrook 
Road to flash at motorists. 

Jamie Morris, Walsall Council executive 
director for neighbourhoods, said: ‘We’ve lis¬ 
tened carefully to the views of residents and 
we’ve responded by installing two speed 
warning signs in West Bromwich Road. 

Reminder 

“These cost £3,000 each and they’re part of a 
rolling programme. The signs act to flash 
drivers a reminder of the speed limit.” 

In November Asif Javed, aged 23, and 
Naveed Aslam, 18, were killed in an accident. 
The cause is unknown. An inquest was opened 
and adjourned for further investigation. 

Sales assistant Asif was pronounced dead at 
the scene in West Bromwich Road while 
student Naveed died at Birmingham’s Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. 

A tribute page called Rest in Peace Asif and 
Naveed, Gone but Never Forgotten attracted 
more than 1,000 members. The brothers were 
from Alumwell. 

The warning signs come as speed cameras 
across the West Midlands have been switched 
off to save almost £1 million a year. 

Police have looked to cut the expense of 
running 304 cameras in the region, 86 of which 
are already dummy housings. Only 34 
cameras in the West Midlands have been in 
frequent use - three cameras in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, two in Walsall, six in Sandwell, four in 
Dudley, 18 in Birmingham and one in Solihull.

Bosses 
backing 
fees fight 

Business bosses in Walsall have 
backed calls to scrap controversial 
Sunday car parking charges, saying 
as much as possible needs to be done 
to boost town centre trade. 

A campaign has been launched to 
scrap the charges, which have boosted 
council coffers by £38,000 since they 
were introduced 18 months ago. A 
group of councillors say they are 
having a negative affect on the town 
centre, driving shoppers away. 

Leading businessman Pat Newland 
has four businesses in the town, 
including Relko in Long Street, near 
the town centre. 

He said he would like to see free off- 
street parking in Walsall town centre 
on Sundays, which would give busi¬ 
nesses and the town centre a fighting 
chance of competing with the bigger 
retail parks. 

Mr Newland, who is chairman of 
the Premier Business Park, said: “I 
think the on-street parking should 
remain payable because that means 
there will be short-term visitors into 
the town and things will keep flowing 
and moving. 

“But if off-street parking is then 
free you give the centre of Walsall a 
chance to compete against the retail 
parks. If you go to the retail parks like 
the Gallagher or the Crown Wharf 
they are packed on Sundays with 
people who can park there for free. 

“But parking is not the only thing 
that needs to be looked at, there are 
lots of other things.” 

Double lines 
cut problems 

Double yellow lines have stopped 
town centre parking problems, such 
as cars left on blind bends, grass 
verges and a railway bridge, say 
council bosses. 

Transport chiefs say £1,000 
improvements in Portland Street, 
North Street and parts of Mill Street, 
Walsall, have worked wonders since 
February. 

Motorists leaving their cars on a 
blind bend in Portland Street and on 
the North Street rail bridge, as well as 
grass verges at the rear of the college, 
sparked floods of complaints. 

Transport chief Tom Ansell said 
newly painted double yellow lines 
“Have solved the problem. 

“The residents and businesses who 
had complained are really pleased,” 
he added.

Man given 10-year ban 
for dogs in filthy state

A man has been banned from keeping 
animals for 10 years after his emaciated 
pet dogs were found living in “filthy” 
conditions at his Walsall home. 

Pit bull Buddy was found locked inside a 
pen in the garden of the property in Bassett 
Street, Alumwell, and later had to be put 
down, while the mastiff Cruger, also found 
in the garden, was rehomed. 

RSPCA Inspector Herchy Boal discovered the 
underweight animals living in dog dirt, and with 
old scars, Walsall Magistrates Court heard last 
week. 

Their owner Ian Marsh, aged 48, admitted two 
charges of failing to ensure the needs of an animal 
were met with a suitable diet, and two charges of 
failing to provide a suitable environment which 
was hygienic and hazard free. 

Mr Nick Sutton, prosecuting for the RSPCA, 
said Marsh had left the dogs alone, visiting on 
alternate days to feed and walk them. 

He said: “The animals were being kept in filthy 
conditions. There was an enormous amount of 
excrement on the floor. 

Hazards 

“One of the dogs was locked in a small space. 
There was no water or food available. Glass 
bottles and other hazards were lying around. 
These animals have suffered. They were emaci¬ 
ated and thin. 

“Because one of the animals was a prohibited 
animal it had to be put to sleep.” He said the 
garden also featured a purpose-built kennel, 
raising concerns it may have been used for breed¬ 
ing. 

Three weeks after the dogs were seized last 
September, the pit bull put on three kilograms 
and the mastiff gained 1.8kg. 

Mrs Sheila Hicklin, mitigating, said: “My client 
has always said he is sorry about what happened. 
He’s had dogs before and has been able to look 
after them.” 

She said Marsh had been under pressure after 
receiving threats and was trying to keep away 
from the property because he was worried about 
being assaulted. 

Marsh was given a 12-week prison sentence 
suspended for two years, with a supervision 
requirement for 12 months. He was given a 12- 
week curfew between the hours of 7pm and 7am 
and ordered to pay £520 costs. 

Marsh was told he cannot appeal his 10-year 
ban on keeping animals for five years.

Straight Road 
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Cut-price car park is 
defying closure order

A discount car park is continuing to 
operate in Walsall town centre almost 
three months after council chiefs 
ordered it to close. 

The £3 all-day parking area was opened 
without planning permission and is under¬ 
cutting the council price by £2. 

Operators have notified Walsall Council they 
are looking to submit a retrospective application 
to run the car park off Lower Rushall Street. But 
planning bosses are still pursuing enforcement 
action that if ignored, could result in prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The car park was set up on derelict land just 
before Christmas, a few yards from three author¬ 
ity-owned parking sites costing £5 a day. 

David Elsworthy, head of planning and build¬ 
ing control, said: “We have received notice from 
the operators that they are seeking to submit a 
retrospective planning application and have 
requested a meeting with the council’s planning 
service this week. 

“An enforcement notice will still be issued 
however, with the normal compliance period to 
follow.” 

Commuter 

The land was formerly occupied by Eylands 
factory and a planning application for a tempo¬ 
rary commuter car park was turned down in 
1997 on highways matters. 

In January highways bosses said it was “dan¬ 
gerous” to attract vehicles to the uncontrolled car 
park which is accessed off a busy route. It was 
stated there was a need to remove advertising 
signs to improve the visual appearance. The site 
was opened up to drivers by GT Parking. 

Meanwhile it emerged last week that cam¬ 
paigners are fighting to abolish controversial 
Sunday parking charges in the town centre. 

Some councillors believe scrapping the 
charges, which have boosted council coffers by 
£38,000 in 18 months ago, will boost flagging 
trade. 

They caused controversy when scores of people 
attending Remembrance Sunday parades were 
given parking fines. 

On-street parking fees are now in place with 
machines installed in 19 town centre streets 
with a 20p per 10 minute charge in place. Roads 
affected include Hatherton Street, Lichfield 
Street, Station Street and Ablewell Street with 
some businesses saying trade has slumped since.

Council staff

Hundreds of Walsall council 
staff will move into a new depot 
within the next few weeks. 

Despite earlier delays due to bad 
weather, Walsall Council workers 
have been assured the base in 
Pelsall Road, Brownhills, will be 
finished for early May. 

The transformation of the former 
Wagon Automotive site started last 
summer although heavy snow in the 
winter held up concrete laying. 

However, developers have now 
managed to make up lost time. 

They are on track to hand over the 
premises to the council at the end of 
this month. 

Up to 400 staff will be located at the 
base which is replacing the Norfolk 
Place depot. 

Around 40 waste management and 
ground maintenance workers from 
Merchants Way, Aldridge, which is also 
closing, will be moved to the Brown¬ 
hills site. 

The new council premises are part of 
a £7million land-swap agreement with 
developers Mar City which will see the 


Norfolk Place block pulled down. 

Stuart Cox, commercial manager, 
said: “The works are substantially 
completed and work has gone as well 
as we could have hoped. 

“Now construction of the salt barn is 
scheduled to happen in the next three 
week period.” 

It recently emerged hot meal facili¬ 
ties will not be provided from Brown¬ 
hills in a bid to help save council chiefs 
more than £100,000 over three years. 

Administration 

This is despite an engineer’s canteen 
being available from the existing 
council depot in Leamore. 

A total of 292 workers lost their jobs 
at Wagon Automotive when the 
company went into administration in 
December 2008. 

The depot in its place will feature 
vehicle fuelling and washing facilities, 
MoT testing, workshops, storage and 
ancillary offices. 

Plans for a 264-home development 
on the site of the current Leamore 
depot have been given the go-ahead 
from the council.

Walsall Football Club’s town 
centre shop is to close this month 
with bosses blaming the deci¬ 
sion on a boom in internet sales. 

The shop in the Victorian Arcade 
has traded for more than 15 years 
but will shut its on April 30 follow¬ 
ing the final home game of the 
season. 

It is the latest town centre store to 
close including Topshop which revealed 
it was leaving its branch in Park Street 
earlier this year. 

Around 80 shops and businesses are 
now standing empty prompting Walsall 
Council to carry out a review to draw in 

The Walsall FC shop moved to a differ¬ 
ent unit in the shopping centre off Brad¬ 
ford Street in 2004 following its launch 
in 1995. 

Club officials say the decision to close 
is because of fans preferring to buy mer¬ 
chandise and tickets over the internet. 

Relaunch 

However, the Banks’s Stadium Club 
Shop will remain open and the three 
town centre staff are due to be re¬ 
deployed in Bescot Crescent. 

The club say it has updated its online 
ticketing website and is planning to 
relaunch the merchandise site ahead of 
the new league season. 

But the move has been criticised by 
Saddlers supporters who use the shop 
and will now have to travel several miles 
to buy items instead. 

Fan John Oaker, a retired former 
deputy headteacher at Alumwell Junior 
School, said: “It is the convenience of just 
dropping in here to get a ticket rather 
than having to go over to the stadium. 

“You get people coming in here from all 
over Walsall and they will now have to 
make an extra journey. Wherever you 
look now there are shops to let.” 

A club statement said: “The shop, in 
Bradford Street arcade, will close on 
April 30. It has become apparent that 
more and more people are choosing the 
internet as their preferred method to 
shop.” 


Science fiction writer Alan Cash show¬ 
cased his two novels at a signing in a Walsall 
book shop.

Mr Cash, who is from Handsworth Wood, 
said The Xandra Function, which was pub¬ 
lished in September, is a thriller-based book 
about the computer games industry. 

He said: “It’s about a woman who invents 
a fantasy game, but her employers want to 
use it to train troops in a front-line situation. 
“She doesn’t want it to be used for this 
purpose.”

Plans for roadworks are dropped 


Plans to replace a busy traffic island 
and narrow the carriageway along a main 
Walsall town centre route have been 
dropped, council chiefs have said. 

Initial proposals for more than £100,000 
of improvements on Wednesbury Road 
were being considered by highways 
bosses. The two schemes being looked at 
by the authority were for a narrow car¬ 
riageway, improved road markings and 
signs near Oxford Road in Pleck. 

Replacing the busy island adjoining Vic¬ 
arage Place and Bradford Street and 
realigning kerbs were also being assessed 
as part of a combined £110,000 project. 

But they have now been discounted fol¬ 
lowing an overview of borough routes. 


Mark Rickard, group leader for trans¬ 
portation and forward planning at Walsall 
Council, said: “As the highway authority 
the council has a statutory duty to under¬ 
take routine investigations into collisions 
which have occurred across the network 
and to identify safety improvements. 

“Every year the local safety scheme pro¬ 
gramme, which uses funding from the 
Local Transport Plan, is reported to 
cabinet. To qualify for this programme the 
council has adopted a criteria of six or 
more personal injury collisions in the pre¬ 
vious three years. This criteria is set to 
ensure the list of work is manageable and 
the sites with the worst collision history 
are prioritised. In the case of both these 


locations the number of collisions in the 
previous three years has fallen below six 
and therefore they no longer meet the cri¬ 
teria needed to be included on the pro¬ 
gramme.” Accident blackspots have been 
assessed by the council for improvements 
subject to Government funds. But the 
amount available has been hit by cuts. 

Projects being considered include the 
installation of traffic lights at the round¬ 
about where Collingwood Drive meets 
Queslett Road. The £500,000 package 
would aim to slow down motorists. 

Others include junction improvements 
at Salters Road, Walsall Wood, rephasing 
signals in Bilston Lane, Willenhall, and 
anti-skid surface in Sneyd Lane.

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Burglars raid riding 
centre for third time 

walsallchronicle@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Thieves broke into a horse 
riding centre in Brownhills, 
smashing windows, prising the 
roofs off sheds and stealing valu¬ 
able leather saddles and bridles. 

Stevie Ansell owner of the Stevie 
Ansell Horse Riding and Therapy 
Centre, Pelsall Road said she had 
been devastated by the burglary, 
which is the third this year and has 
left her with a bill of thousands of 
pounds. 

The raiders broke in by smashing a 
window some time between 9pm on 
March 31 and 7am on April 1. 

They got away with saddles, bridles and 
helmets belonging to both the centre and 
its users. 

Ms Ansell, a 37-year-old mother-of-two, 
said: “We were broken into in January 
and February and now its happened 
again. 

Devastating 

“It is absolutely devastating. This 
centre does so much good for local chil¬ 
dren, I don’t know how these people can 
live with themselves.” 

The stables, home to more than 30 
horses, offers normal riding classes as 
well as therapy sessions for youngsters 
with disabilities, special needs or who are 
in care. 

Ms Ansell said: “We work seven days a 
week to run this centre. It does a lot of 
good for the people who need it most and 
this is just heartbraking. 

“When I got the call this morning, I just 
couldn’t believe it. As a result, we will not 
be keeping any valuable kit on site 
anymore. 

“Saddles, bridles and helmets will all be 
taken off site. It is not an ideal situation 
but that is what we have been forced into.” 

Ms Ansell also urged local residents to 
keep an eye out for anything suspicious. 

“I think it is the same people each time,” 
she said. “If people could be vigilant, it 
would be most appreciated.”

Home ‘failed to protect residents’ 


A care home in Walsall, where a pen¬ 
sioner died after falling from a sling, is 
failing to protect its vulnerable residents, 
a damning report revealed. 

The Care Quality Commission con¬ 
cluded Parklands Court, Bloxwich 
“simply wasn’t good enough”. Inspectors 
discovered there were not enough workers 
at the home to ensure residents were 
supervised and protected from abuse. 

They also found that one pensioner who 
suffered a serious head injury in a fall was 
not provided with medical attention for 48 
hours. Watchdogs visited the home in 
December following calls from worried rel¬ 
atives. They discovered there had been 42 
incidents of people hurting each other due 


to a lack of supervision over six months 
and a lack of training meant staff were not 
up-to-date with the necessary skills. 

CQC regional director Andrea Gordon 
said: “The quality and safety of care we 
found at this home simply wasn’t good 
enough. We were particularly concerned 
the home did not have enough staff to be 
sure of keeping people safe and meeting 
their needs.” 

Parklands Court, which can cater for up 
to 163 people in Park Road, is run by Bupa 
Care Homes. The organisation appeared 
at Walsall Magistrates Court recently, 
pleading guilty to failing in its duty to 
train staff after 91-year-old resident Irene 
Evans died following a fall from a sling in 


January 2007. It now faces a fine of up to 
£20,000.The CQC concluded its review in 
January this year and found Parklands 
was failing to meet four out of 16 essential 
standards - safe and appropriate care, 
safeguarding people from abuse, staff 
numbers and staff training. Inspectors 
have now ordered bosses to make 
improvements. 

Bupa Care Services regional director 
Tim Seal, said: “Before the inspection, we 
had put in place plans to remedy these 
issues and significant improvements have 
already been made. The home has a pro¬ 
fessional team and we will continue to 
support them in their efforts to deliver the 
highest possible standards of care.”

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Health centres bid given backing 


Two new medical centres in Walsall 
moved a step closer to reality after plan¬ 
ning chiefs gave the schemes their 
backing. 

Plans were approved to create a tempo¬ 
rary library in Pelsall to make way for a 
£4.5 million complex with a health centre 
that has four surgeries, a children’s 
centre, and a library. It will be created at 
the Pelsall Library site, High Street. 

Councillors agreed to turn a former 
social services office in Norton Road into a 
temporary library. The move would last 
for up to two years while the work is 
carried out. 

Amended plans for a medical centre in 
Willenhall were also given the green light, 


despite objections from a neighbouring 
resident who said the scheme risked 
blocking light from his home. 

The scheme will see a medical centre 
demolished along with two dwellings in 
Cannock Road, New Invention. 

Plans for eight homes on a former petrol 
station site have also been approved, 
despite initial recommendations it should 
be rejected. It had previously been feared 
the application to build homes at Bourne- 
vale Motors, Lichfield Road, Shelfield, 
would encroach on Green Belt land. 

But it was revealed Natural England 
had removed any objections to the scheme, 
which borders a site of Special and Signif¬ 
icant Scientific Interest. Councillor Garry 


Perry, chairman of the planning commit¬ 
tee, said: “The most important aspect for 
me is that it does not encroach on that site 
and as far as I’m concerned, I agree with 
it.It is actually sympathetic and in 
keeping with the green belt and an 
improvement to what was there before.” 

Meanwhile, plans for a £500,000 drama 
studio and digital arts room at Barr 
Beacon Language College were given the 
nod. The school, in Old Hall Lane, 
Aldridge, is planning the expansion on top 
of three ground floor classrooms. 

Controversial plans for a housing devel¬ 
opment in Park Hall which have been 
rejected by the Government on appeal four 
times were withdrawn.

They were meant to stop mini¬ 
motorbikes plaguing an alleyway next 
to homes in Walsall but bollards have 
been labelled “useless” by residents 
who had fought for more than 12 
months to get gates installed.

Walsall Council did not reply to 
requests for a response.

1,650 voters’ private 
information in a skip 


Personal information belonging to 
up to 1,650 Walsall voters - including 
names, addresses, dates of birth and 
signatures - has been lost. 

It has either been buried in landfill or 
scattered around Cannock after storage 
bags containing residents’ postal vote 
statements ended up in skips. 

The blunder happened after the firm 
contracted to look after the data for 
Walsall Council moved premises. 

Staff at Clockwork Removals and 
Storage,Hawks Green mistakenly 
dumped the bags, some of which were then 
rifled through and their contents scat¬ 
tered around the area and a nearby brook. 

The rest was buried under tons of 
rubbish at a local landfill site. The council 
has now sent residents letters apologising 
for the data loss, which happened on 
March 12 and 13. 

Walsall council workers were dis¬ 


patched to search the area and find any of 
the scattered documents. They also 
visited the tip to see if any of the storage 
bags were retrievable — they were not. 

Council spokesman Richard Bolton 
said: “The information relates only to 
people who returned postal votes in the 
2008 local elections from two wards, 
Aldridge Central and South, and Aldridge 
North and Walsall Wood, and not people 
who voted by post in other wards or who 
voted at the polling stations.” 

Immediately 

Clockwork Removals and Storage 
spokesman Robert Horrobin said: “Our 
staff checked one of the sacks in question 
and it contained blank paper and refuse. 
In good faith, the items were disposed of as 
normal waste, which vandals then 
accessed,” he said. 

“All documents were immediately 


returned to Walsall Council, except a pro¬ 
portion which had gone to landfill.” 

An investigation is now under way to 
discover how the information ended up 
lying around the streets of Cannock. 

Despite the blunder, Walsall Council is 
maintaining it delivers a “secure and 
robust” election process. 

An apology letter to up to 1,650 voters 
said: “Systems are currently in place to 
ensure that this high level of service con¬ 
tinues”.The postal vote statements 
included people’s names, ages, addresses 
and signatures as of April 2008. 

Mr Bolton said: “We have since taken 
steps to ensure this type of loss will not 
happen again. 

“We have also informed the Information 
Commissioner’s Office and the Electoral 
Commission. Any resident affected by the 
actions of the company has been written to 
directly and offered help and advice.”

M OST young boys aspire to drive a 
tank as they are growing up - and 
a Rugeley company is now offer¬ 
ing the chance to realise that dream. 

Chris Smith and Paul Ayre have set up Tank 
Driving UK. They own two ex-British Army tanks, a 
fV432 and a Stalwart, which can be driven around a 
one-and-a half mile off road track.

Chris, aged 26, said: “A friend of ours was looking 
at doing a day out driving a tank. Suddenly we 
realised there is nowhere local that offers that, and 
we could do it ourselves.” 

Since the age of 
10, after playing with a friends Action Man tank, 
this has been something on my wish list of things to 
do. 

The vehicles are immense. Both tanks were built

look stunning. The fV432 has an eight-litre Rolls 
Royce engine carrying 15 tonnes of steel, so you 
would expect the experience to be a loud one, but it’s 
actually not bad. 

Just being driven in the tank is an experience in 
itself. The roof is open so you can stick your head out 
and see where you are going, and the tank doesn’t 
struggle with anything - rolling hills and mud 
tracks alike are eaten up in its path. 

The experience is open to children from five to be 
driven around, while Chris and Paul will accept 
drivers from as young as 12 to offer them the experi¬ 
ence of a lifetime. 

Sitting in the cockpit of the tank is nerve-racking. 
With a wide variety of switches, levers and pedals jst 


staring out, the prospect of being in control of such a 
powerful monster can be worrying. 

But the nerves soon dissolve and just five minutes 
in, it makes for an enjoyable and easy ride. 

Being in control on 15 tonnes of steel no longer 
seems to be a problem, and the fantastic view of 
rolling hills gives the perfect setting for some army- 
based fun. 

Getting the hang of turning was difficult, but once 
that was mastered, I had the world at my feet. The 
trick is to work opposite the way a car works, when 
turning, press down on the accelerator even more. 

Tank Driving UK are looking to expand the range 
of armoured vehicles they can offer, with their eyes 
on a main battle tank and an area of water to accom¬ 
modate the amphibious Stalwart. 

Suddenly, driving a tank is no longer a once in a 
lifetime opportunity. 

But, lesson over it’s time to get back into my boring 
1.2 litre Fiat Punto and head home.

Lofty designs to help 
expand your house 


A RECENT report suggests there 
will be a shortfall of 750,000 homes 
by 2025. 

One of the worst supply and demand 
mis-matches will be in the West Mid¬ 
lands which faces a housing gap of 
28,000 homes. 

A possible way of overcoming this could 
be to convert loft space. Design consultant 
Rena Trepka gives some expert advice on 
transforming the area. 

“Converting your attic space is often very 
cost effective, particularly in areas where 
property prices and space are at a 
premium,” she said. 

Important 

“It’s certainly less expensive and a lot less 
hassle than moving home. 

“First things first is to dot the Is and cross 
the Ts to ensure all the important administra¬ 
tive details are sorted out.” 

This is her three point plan: 

1 Even with relaxed planning law check 
whether or not you will need permission. 

2 Your conversion company should have 
the TrustMark Logo, which shows it is 
insured against such problems as unfin¬ 
ished or below standard work. Find a firm 
that gives you free insurance with a Trust- 
Mark provider, or expect to pay about 1.5 
per cent of the contract value for insurance. 

3 Ask for evidence of all guarantees - one 
year on installed equipment such as plumb-

ing, five years on the general build, 10 years 
on the fibreglass roof and ten years on the 
roof windows. 

Rena, who works for loft conversion spe- 
icalists Econoloft, said: “Give yourself plenty 
of time to design the project as rushed deci¬ 
sions are often costly and regretted. 

“A specialist should have a proven track 
record and can advise on all the options and 
tell you how to get the most of our the space 
available and your budget. 

“Last year Econoloft completed around 
200 loft conversions across the country and 
the most popular was to create an extra 
bedroom with ensuite facilities. 

“But you should also remember that the 
loft conversion could also result in the rest of 
your home being re-organised. 

“So for example, if you move to your new 
master suite, one of your children may move 
into your old bedroom which many need 


redecorating. Or, your designer could advise 
pinching the smallest bedroom and turning 
that into a bathroom and perhaps allowing 
your teenager to have a smaller and less 
expensive conversion. 

“A loft conversion should not look or feel 
like an add-on. The staircase is the key to 
making a conversion look as though it is part 
of the original house. 

“Wherever possible the stairway should 
be a natural continuation of the house so 
that the transition from ‘old’ to ‘new’ is 
seamless. 

“The conversion itself, in terms of style 
should also follow rest of the house.” 

The homes shortfall prediction comes 
from the Institute for Public Policy Research.

Chocolate heaven 


CADBURY World is heaven for 
chocaholics, an opportunity to 
explore the history and manufac¬ 
turing of the world famous choco- 
latiers in the very same Bournville 
factory that turns out millions of 
chocolate bars. 

It is about as close as you are going to 
get to visiting Willy Wonka’s factory with hi- 
tech fun to sweeten the learning. Nearly 
nine million have visited since Cadbury 
World opened in 1990. 

The Cadbury tour blends history and 
information with fun and, at several points 
during the tour, guides give you treats to 
eat. During my visit I managed to chomp 
away on a Curlywurly, a Crunchie, a Dairy 
Milk and enjoy a delicious drink of warm 
liquid chocolate, and still had room left for a 
bag of Chocolate Buttons. 

After collecting your ticket at the recep¬ 
tion you join a tour that leaves at an allotted 
time, to ensure the exhibition does not 
become too crowded. 

First you enter the Aztec Jungle to hear 
about the origins of the cocoa bean, follow 
holographic images of Spanish explorers 
who brought the bean to Europe aboard 
ships (raiding pirates mistook the beans for 
sheep droppings!) and learn how chocolate 
became the popular drink for high society. 

This is where John Cadbury comes in, 
selling drinking chocolate alongside other 
favourite new beverages coffee and tea 


from a shop in Birmingham’s Bull Street 
in the 1820s. Soon he was sending his 
chocolate products from Bull Street, 
which is recreated in the exhibition, to 
London and beyond. 

The Cadbury family, being non-con¬ 
formist ‘Quaker’ Christians, wanted to 
encourage drinking of the beverage as 
an alternative to alcohol. Their religious 
beliefs also meant in the 19th Century 
they were barred from most profes¬ 
sions, so threw all their ingenuity and 
endeavour into the chocolate business. 
John’s descendents discovered the 
magical combination of milk and 
chocolate, originating the Dairy Milk bar 
which is still one of the company’s most 
popular products. 

The Cadburys also cared for their 
workers, establishing Bournville Village 
on the rural fringe of Birmingham. More 
about this can be discovered in The 
Bournville Experience museum, 
included in the ticket price. 

Continue the tour to discover how 
chocolate is made and then into the 
packaging plant to watch robots wrap¬ 
ping the bars as they are delivered on 
conveyors. At this point, as you enter 
the factory proper, chocaholics may 
want to take in a big deep breath - you 
can taste chocolate on the air. 

Then it’s time to clamber into a Beanmo- 
bile for the fun-for-kids ride Cadabra, 
through a magical land of tiny cocoa bean 
people and have your photo taken.

In the demonstration area assistants give 
you a taste of liquid chocolate and you have 
the chance to write your name in chocolate. 

The advertising department offers a nos¬ 
talgic opportunity to view old TV commer¬ 
cials and also to operate the famous 
Cadbury drumming gorilla. Kids will love the 
Purple Planet where hi-tech displays allow 
them to play in ‘chocolate rain’ or see them¬ 
selves as if made of chocolate. 

That’s the end of the tour proper but a 
short walk away is Essence where you can 
add your own favourite ingredients - from a 
choice including crispy rice, marshmallows, 
popcorn and more - to make your own 
choco-concoction. 

No visit would be complete without shop¬ 
ping in the World’s Biggest Cadbury Shop 
where special offers mean you can pick up 
favourite chocolate produce, often signifi¬ 
cantly cheaper than elsewhere. The shop is 
also open to non-visitors to Cadbury World. 

Cadbury World gets busy and numbers 
are limited at peak times so it’s best to 
book.

When Dean Smith rode to the rescue in 
January, he never made any predictions. 

The boss’s impact at Walsall since has been 
something to behold, one which turned heads 
and prompted the club to tie him down to a 
two-year deal. 

Since his appointment the Saddlers have given 
themselves a fighting chance of avoiding the League 
One drop. But Smith has never been fooled into 
thinking their revival would guarantee survival and 
Saturday’s lifeless defeat at rock-bottom Plymouth 
added weight to the realism he has preached. 

The level-headed boss has always insisted on 
pragmatism and never once guaranteed survival - 
although repeatedly stated, with due cause, it is 
achievable. 

Before Saturday’s loss he said the Saddlers 
couldn’t be labelled as favourites - despite the Pil¬ 
grims’ mountain of problems. How right he was. 

Outplayed from first to last, Walsall won’t be rele¬ 
gated on the back of a no-show at Plymouth but, 
should they go down, it will be one of the defining 
moments which contributed to their fall. Teetering 
on the precipice, they are looking over at the drop 
from League One with a dizzying reality following 
utter disappointment at Home Park. 

Confidence 

Yet, as is the beauty of football, they had a chance 
for immediate redemption and even the opportunity 
to escape League One’s drop zone when playing at 
home to Brentford on Tuesday night. 

There is still cause for confidence after the 
progress Smith has made. That Walsall aren’t 
already relegated is down to his - along with Jon 
Whitney and Chris Nicholl’s — powers of recovery. 
The trio injected hope and belief into what many 
described as an impossible job when they took over 
with the Saddlers eight points from the safety line. 

But it is that turnaround which made Saturday a 
departure to the bad old days. It wasn’t a perform¬ 
ance Smith has come to expect. It lacked grit, guile 
and passion. This team could not be criticised for 
lack of guts since the turn of the year but on Satur¬ 
day, in their most crucial hour, they went missing. 
Smith’s principles of hard work and commitment 
were evident but the underlying belief was not. 

Cruciate 

What will stick in the craw of most of the 313 trav¬ 
elling fans, though, is that Plymouth’s hard-up 
players haven’t been paid since December and, 
essentially, the opposition only had nine fit players 
on the pitch. 

Striker Rory Fallon was not even half-fit having 
earlier been ruled out with a groin injury while mid¬ 
fielder Simon Walton had played only 20 minutes 
since February 2009 following torn cruciate knee lig¬ 
aments. 

Yet Plymouth out-battled their visitors - whose 
only real effort came from a Matt Richards free-kick 
17 minutes from time. The players let their manager 
down - and the supporters who travelled 200 miles 
to witness a meek surrender. 

Afterwards Smith spoke with his natural candour 
but was clearly fuming. 

While he has transformed the atmosphere and tin¬ 
kered with his line-up he has been unable to fix the 
underlying flaws. 

Defensively they are still prone to lapses and the 
way Richards allowed Rory Paterson to breeze past 
him for a game-clinching second goal two minutes 
from time only served to highlight them. 

Yala Bolasie put the Pilgrims ahead after the Sad¬ 
dlers’ defence failed to clear just after the break. 

Walsall’s players know what is expected of them.
